THE DIVINING ROD. 


An Instance of the Strange Properties 
of This Mysterious Ilastrument. 

The “divining rod” bas of late been much 
taiked of in Engilieh papers, and apropos of the 
subject, Mr. E. Vaughan Jones writes as follows 
to the London Times: 

About thirty-three years ago I purchased a 
plot of land ona hill slope two acres in extent 
whereon to erect a residence of considerable 
value. It formed a part of an estate laid out 
for building purposes in a suburb to Newport, 
Monmouthshire. The absence of water-works 
necessitated the holder of each plot who in- 
tended building thereon wo sink a well for his 
water-supply.

THE FRENCH PEASANT RY. 


How They Liv:—Karnisgs and Exe 
peusra—-Rents, Investments, Etc. 

It is well known in a general way that the 
French . peasantry have immenaély profited 
by the revolution of 80, but it has not been 
easy heretofore to obtain detailed informa- 


tion which would enable us to compare their | 


present situation with that of the rural pop- 
ulations in other countries. The want is now 
to some ¢xtent supplied by a careful study of 
the conditidus of agricultural laborers in the 
North and the Northeast of France, whose 
results are commuuicated by a distinguished 
economist, M. Henri Bandrillart, to the Re- 
vue des Deux Mondes. in reproducing, how- 
ever, some ot e facts brought out by his re- 
searches, it is necessary to remember that 
the departments in question are the most 
prosperous in France, and that we see in 
them the French peasant at his best, 
Washall mainly capfine ourselves to the 
data which exhibit the earnings and mode of 
life of the unlanded portion of the peasantry, 
the agricuitural laborers pure and simple, 
who depend upon their hands for support, as 
distinguished from those who own the house 
they live in, together with a pieceof ground. 
What is true of the landless workman will 
be true 4 fortior of the peasant proprietor, 


ö According to M. Baudrillart it is precisely 


this lowest category—the lowest if classes 
are to bo ataded by the amount of capital 
pussessed—that has made the most progress 
during the past fifty years. Therise in the 


rents paid to landholders, the increase in the 


profits made by tenants, cannot fora mo- 
ment beicompared to the advance in wages, 
which have nearly tripled, On the other 
hand, the Cost of the articles consnmed by 
cultural laborer has by no means 
mented ina corresponding degree.

CHUNDER SEN. 


The Story of an Interesting Beforma- 
tien im India as Related by the Rev. 
Joseph Cook. 

San Franciseo Chronicle. 

There {3 at present in India a convert from 
Buddhism to Theism who isdoing a work 
that will as certainly leave its mark on the 
religious history of Hindostan as Ridley did 
on that of England. The name of this pro- 
gressive Uindoo is Chunder Sen, and it is 
from a conversation had with the Bev. 
Joseph Cook of Boston, who has just reached 
San Francisco after a Jecturing tour around 
the world, that the information contained in 
the present article has been obtained. 

As a few lines of fit preface, it should be 
mentioned that the eminent lecturer and 
writer left the Massachusetts home of “cul- 
chaw in the spring of 1889 fora season of 
alternate rest and labor in the Western 
States, and quitted America for England on 
the 7th of September. Nine months were 
spent lecturing in the United Kingdom, and 
then in June, 1881, Mr. Cook made a round 
of the great German universities, and in 
company with the various professors dis- 
cussing and arguing on those semi-mystical, 
semi-relizious problems to which his soul in- 
clines. From Germany he ad to Italy, 
thence to Greece, where he met Dr. Schiie- 
mann and witnessed the pathetic en- 
deavors of a country to make a col- 
lection of art tr@asures dug out of the 
ground after all the world had plundered 
her of that which lay above it. After 
Greece, Egypt, and the Holy Land were vis- 
ited, and then, under the burning sun of a 
Christmas-Da „ he sailed down the Red Sea 
and reached mbay on the 5th of January, 
1881. The stay in India and Ceylon was for 
eighty-four days, during which Mr. Cook de- 
livered forty-two leetures, and then, still 
keeping to tne extreme Orient, Penang, Foo- 
chow, Singapore, Hongkong, Canton, and 
Yokohama were called at, and then saili 
South Australia was reached. In those col- 
onies fifty-two discourses were addressed to 
as many audiences, the total number of lect- 
ures delivered during the two years being 


250. 

It was in Bengal that Mr. Cook met Chun- 
der Sen, and of his interesting acquaintance’s 
work, appearance, and faith it will be best to 
allow the lecturer to speak himself. 

„For some years,“ said Mr. Cook, I have 
made ita practice to deliver what may be 
called question-box lectures. That is, a box 
is provided in whieh questions upon any sub- 
* may be deposited, the answers to which 

gzive from the platform. I was surprised to 
tind in Bengal that the questions were ot a 
peculiarly searching nature, and dealt —＋ 7 
with ulative subjects, and the more ad- 
vanced process of thought. ‘There was atone 
of earnestness about many of these mute in- 
guiries, and this and the evident desire of 
the propounders to be lifted out of certain 
difficulties of belief, interested ine much. In 
Calcutta Il was led in turn to inquire into the 
intellectual and religious development of my 
audiences, and soon found that there existed 
a very remarkable sdciety, or sect, or school 
of what may be called Free Brahmins. Their 
freedom was not only of a religious order, 
but extended also to social matters, for they 
were not only opposed to idolatry, but, 
stranger still, were opposed to caste. 

At their. head was one Chunder Sen, a 
man of most unusual attainments and dispo- 
sitions. The most distinguished orator of 
Calcutta, speaking as fluently in English as 
—— of excellent manners, traveled, 
having visited London and been introduced 
to the Queen, educated in the best schools, 45 


years of age, handsome in feature, standing 


‘six feet high, a man of means, and the editor 
of the New Dispensation, Chunder Sen is a 
man who would make his mark anywhere, 
and who would not pass unnoticed in the 
capitals of this country or Europe. The 
title of his paper is that which has been as- 
sumed by bis followers. ‘Lhey are the be- 
lievers in a new dispensation of which Sen is 
the revealer. It he were not so honest a 
man as he is, this belief in special revelation 
—in which he himself fully snares—would 
be dangerous, but in my many talks with 
him on the subject I found that revelation 
with him meant no arro t claim of in- 
spired superiority, but rather chat he held it 
to be his duty to teach those better lessons 
aui that happier creed which he feilt to be 
born of the truth. 


His —— is not so strong positively as 


it is negatively forcible. For instance, he 
calls himself a *Uni-Trinitarian,’ and while 
he implicitly believes in Christ in his u- 
manity, his conception of Christ in his divin- 
uy is vague. Ile, in fact, confounds *per- 
sonality with attributes. He has evuerget- 
ically and definitly given up Buddha and re- 

ced the Veda. He is —— theistic, 
but is in that state of mental bewilderment 
in which all great thinkers find themselves 
who cutaway from recogni tenets and 


dence, in whose interposition 

itivecee trust, but is lost 

mysteries of his novel faith. He is as 
devout as Martineau, and more so than Theo- 
dore Parker. His adherents are all of the 
more advanced class of Brahmins, ,and in 
the work of peculiar reformation he has the 
active assistance of his brother, who is a cel- 
Professor and one of the most prom- 
inent Bratmins,. named Mooztimdar.. A 
number ot incipient apostles or students live 
with him in his . 
each day iu prayer, hymns, 
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time he is the. powerful instrument in a 
process of religious evolution in Hindostan 
which will most probably end in the Institu- 
tion of an independent and non-sectarian In- 
dian Church. This may take half a century 
to accomplish; but even if Chunder Sen is 
not apotheosized, the impress he has made 
upon his surroundings will not end with his 
labors, and he is to be looked upon as 
most prominent reformer that India has seen 
for centuries. Above all he is to be admired, 
if not reverenced, for the bold stand he has 
taken against agnosticism, materialism, Bud- 
dhism, drunkenness, caste, and early mar- 
riages—evils against which no one has before 
had the cou to assume so squarely an an- 
tagonistic attitude.“ 


LONGFELLOW IN ENGLAND 


His Great Popularity Shown by the 
Immense Sale of His Works—The 
Westminster Abbey Tablet. 

New York Word. 

The opinion expressed by the London 
Daily News of Thursday on the proposition 
to place the bust of Longfellow in West- 
minster Abbey, published in the World yes- 
terday, having excited some comment, a re- 
porter of the World was instructed to ascer- 
tain from publishers the literary status of 
Longfellow in England—the number of edi- 
tions of his works published in that country 
as compared with the works of other poets. 
The following is the opinion referred to, It 
appeared in the London Daity News of the 
Ist inst.: “Judging by his poetical gifts 
alone, we scarcely think that if Longfellow 
had been an Englishman he would have ge- 
ceived the honor of a memorial in the Ab- 
bey.“ 

The manager of the New York branch of 
Messrs. George Routledge & Sons, Longfel- 
low’s only authorized publishers in England, 
was asked yesterday it he could give approx- 
imately the number of copies of the poet’s 
works which have been sold in Great Brit- 
ain. 3 

“Your question is a difficult one to an- 
swer,” was the reply, “and I doubt whether 
the Messrs. Routiedge themselves have any 
record showing the exact number of copies 
they have circulated among the people. It 
is now nearly forty years since Mr. Longfel- 
low first arranged with our firm to prod uce 
his works in England, but previous to that 
arrangement numerous editions of his

Voices of the Night“ and some of his other 


early poems, particularly those on the subject 
of slavery, had been ‘issued by twenty differ- 
ent English publishers. and the number of 
copies so issued could not even be guessed at. 
Then there are editions of Lonzfellow’s 
poems, of which the English copyright has 
expired, published N. Frederick Warne & 
Co. and by Cassell, ter & Galpin, both of 
London, the latter firm havi recently pro- 
duced a beautifully-illustr edition of his 
complete works. Then there is an English 
edition of ‘Evangeline’ sumptuously printed 
on tinted paper and Illustrated by Gustave 
Dort. It is an expensive but superb work, 
the illustrations being equal to those of the 
same artist's work in Tennyson’s Elaine.“

None of the English edi- 
tions of Longfellow are imported into this 
country by the same rule that none of the nu- 
merous American editions of Tennyson are 
sent to Engiand.’’ : 

Several New York publishers informed the 
reporter. that it is well known in the pub- 
lishing trade on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and is honestly confessed by English — 
lishers and booksellers, that in England 
Longfellow is the most popular modern poet, 
and that his works have always been in 
greater demand than those of his celebrated 
eontemporary and personal friend, Alfred 
Tennyson, 9 ö 

An Englishman at present staying in New 
York who has been on the staff of the u- 
don Daily News was shown the paragraph 
relating to the Longfellow memorialin West- 
thinster Abbey, and his opinion asked of it. 
“I think 1 recognize the style of Prof. Mor- 
ley,” said he. Ile occupies the position of 
Professor of English Language and Litera- 
ture in the University of udon, and is the 
author of several standard works; but he has 
frequently covered himself with ridicule by 
his unreasonable depreciation of Longfellow, 
whom he has called a third-rate versilier, 
and by his extravagant praise of Robert 
Browning, whom he exalts to the level of 
Miiton and prefers to Byron, Wordsworth, 
Shelley, or any other nineteenth century 
poet. Morley is connected with the London 
Datly News, and writes on literature and 
kindred subjects for that journal. I have 
attended his lectures on English literature, 
and am well acquainted with his 1 
to Longtellow's poetry, so the probabilities 
are in favor of the accuracy of my con- 
jecture.”

CONFLICTING OPINIONS. 

Before proceeding to state the views of 
Prof. Delitzsch it may be well to mention the 
different and in some cases conflicting ovin- 
lons which have been held and which are 
stil) held in regard to the site of the Garden 
of Eden.

MEERSCHAUM AND AMBER. 


Facts About Both Articles that Most 
Smokers Do Not Kaow. 
New York Sun. 

For the past five years the importation of 
crude meerschaum and amber into this coun- 
try has eteadiiy increased. in former years 
pipes and smokers’ articles comprised the sole 
entries of meerschaum and amber at the New 
York Custom-House. The Government levies a 
duty of $1.50 por gross and 75 per cent ad valo- 
rom on the manufactured article, while the raw 
material is admitted free. Vienna is the bead- 
quarters of the meerschaum industry. Five 
years ago a Chambers-strect firm bruugbt over, 
as an experiment, Austrian artisans to fashion 
the crude meerscbaum blocks into pipes. The 
experiment proved a success, and now there are 
five or six New York faetories, employing about 
200 workmen, that turn out first-class meer- 


schaum work. 
. The crude meerschaum comes from Kiltschik 
and Eak-Schehr in Anatobia, in Agia Minor, 
where it is found loose or embodied ih chalky, 
serpentine rocks. In size it varies from the di- 
mensions of a walnut to that of a man’s bead.

The process of manufacturing meerschaum 

ipes requires both skili and practice. The 
blocks are tirst roughly vut into the shape of a 
pipe. They are theu dipped into water, and 
while wet are turned on a lathe. The eye is the 
only guide to produce evenness and symmetry. 
After the lather bas completed bis work the pi 
are rubbed smooth, a reed found in the marshes 
ot Hoboken, witha une velvety surface, being 
used as a file. Wher all the scratches are ro- 
moved and a perfectly smooth surface is pre- 
sented, the article is dipped into bot wax, left a 
few minutes there. and then polished with a 
rag. Right here isa point for smokers. When 
purchas a meerschaum articie always select 
one baving a yellow tinge. A yellow shade shows 
that the meerschaum is sufficiently porous to ab- 
sorb wax. and therefore it will readuy color 
from nicotine.A white meerschaum pipe or cigar- 
boider shows density suflicient to resist ab- 
sorpdon. The best article is not too yellow, 
but what may be termed just yellow enough. 

If the Government imposed a duty on amber 
in its crdde state, the custom-house receipts 
would be considerably increased, The authori- 
ties, however, class amber as a chemical and ad- 
mit it free of duty under the beading of gum. 
For the fiscal year ended Juue DW last, $42,400 
worth of amber was brought into the port of 
New York. The best authorities in the trad 
agree in asserting that amber is fossilized rosin. 
In course of time, itis said, witb our immense 

ine torests,itis possible that amber will be 

‘ound in this country. At present the deposit 
of amber is almost wholly confiaed to the shores 
of the Baltic Sea. Some is washed up by the sea 


ree of crust, but the majority is mined from the 


cliffs adjacent to Dantzic. Amber is sold by 
weight. The smallest size numbers about 250 
pieces to the pound, and costs $1.50, Where 
there are two to four pieces to the pound it costs 
$30 to $35. Amber of greenish hue is the most 
valuabie, and a dlack gem, supposed to 

amber, comes next in vaiue. The 
popular supposition that cloudy amber is 
of more value than clear is not support- 
ed by fact. Clondy amber is stronger, and 
it obscures nicotine stains, and is, therefore, to 
be preferred; but clear amber is prettier, and is 
always in demand. A com@nation of green, 
biack, clear, and cloudy amber in a cigarboider 
was exhibited to the reporter. It was beautiful 
and novel. Amber is — worked into shape 
with the aid of tine sand and burnishing wheels. 
It can be softened by beat with the use of vil to 
keep it from burning, and when ductile can be 
bent as casily as hora. It is also susceptibie of 
bizh polish. 

Amber ts principally expensive on account of 
the waste in ite manufacture for smokers’ use, 
and rubber, celluloid, and various other compo- 
sitions bave been found to be good and cheap 
substitutes. A prominent retailer in Broadway 
said: “The time was when only a capitalist 
could afford to smoke a meerschaum pipe. 
About Christmas our trade was brisk, and oc- 
casional raffles euabied a dealer to work off a 
stock that otherwise would remain in bis show- 
case from year to year. Now we have no trouble 
in selling wmeerschaum pipes and holders. 
There is a steady and natural demand for 
them. I Und the greatest variance in tastes for 
pipes between city and country folks. As a 
general rule acity man purchases a pipe from 
motives ot economy. He wants a good pipe, 
and doesn’t hesitate to purchase a meerschauw. 
Sometimes u city man buys a pipe because it 
has a novel shape, but, as a rule, a desire to 
econowize leads to the abandonment of cigars 
and the use of a pipe. Sooner or later, bow- 
ever, the pipe is discarded in favor of cigars. 
With a countryman things are different. He 
buys a pipe for daily use, and really prefers it 
to a cigar.” 

Other tradesmen said that, notwithstanding 
the enormous increuse of the manufacture uf 
cigars, the demand for pipes is not curtailed. 
One dealer said that the demand is now 2% per 
cent greater than tive years ago, and he thought 
pipes would always sell, on account of economy 
and their Americanized shapes. The styles of 
pipe are legion, but the favorit style in demand 
with smokers is the London,“ a pipe with an 
egg bowl and straight stem.

A FEMALE THIEF. 


Robbing Many People After Being 
Hired as a Servant, 
New York Times, Nov. 6. 

A young woman with pale face and sharp 
features, of medium hight and spare figure, 
with smoothly-brushed. blonde hair, and a 
cast in her left eye, stood before Justice Bix- 
by yesterday at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court to answer for a number of thefts. 
Dressed very plainly in black. her appear- 
ance was respectable, but the detectives say 
that she is one of the most hardened female 
thieves in the country. She gave her name 
as Mrs. Sophia Clark, but she is 
known in police circies as Jennie Rig- 
ney, the smartest dishonest servant girl at 
liberty. For nearly two years she has robbed 
right and left, without falling into the hands 
of the police but once, and on that occasion 
she was discharged, owing to a lack of evi- 
dence. Early in the spring of 1881 many 
complaints were received by Inspector 
Byrnes from ladies who had been robbed by 
a dishonest servant. On April 22, 1881, Mrs. 
Mary Moore, of No. 26 East Fourth street, 
engaged her services at an intelligence office 
in the Bowery and took her at once to her 
home. Within forty-eight hours the gir! 
disappeared, taking with her jewelry and 
wearing apparel valued at $600. On June 24 
following Mrs. F. H. Finney, of No. 1337 
Park avenue, had a similar experience with 
the girl and mourned the loss of 
property valued at $750. So many 
complaints of this nature reached 
the Detective Bureau that Detective-Ser- 
geauts Ruland and Haley were specially de- 
They bad a 
circular printed and sent to every employ- 
ment agency in this eity giving her descrip- 
tion. A few days-after this circular was 
distributed the girl walked into an employ- 
ment agency in the Bowery and took her 
seat among the girls, waiting for situations. 
The woman who keeps the establishment 
recogwized her from the description and sent 
a messenger to police headquarters. She 
was arrested and arraigned before Justice 
Bixby at the Jetferson Market Police Court. 
Mrs. Moore appeared against her, but the 
evidence against her was not vomplete, and 
she was discharged. At that time she gave 
the name of Jennie Rigney. 

Soon after her release the complaints of 
theft began again. It was ascertained re- 
cently that the young woman had married a 
professional burglar known as Billy“ 
Clark. and was living with him in One Hun- 
dred and Nineteenth street. The officers 
searched the street and its neighborhood 
without success. She must have been warned 
that the police were looking for ler, as she 
changed her place of residence frequently. 
A month ago Clark was a patient at the 
Presbyterian Hospital. where he was be 
treated for sciatica, and he was discharge 
from that institution a week ago last Thurs- 
day. He was traced te No. 28 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-second street, and 
there the officers found that he was living 
with Jennie Rigney, and that she was sup- 
porting him with the proceeds of her thefts. 
The house was closely watched, and on Satur- 

y afternoon Detective-Sergeants Ruland. 
Haley, and Hinds paid a visit to the house 
and found the young woman ironing in the 
basement. She was at first disposed to re- 
sist arrest, but — succumbed, and was 
brought to Police Headquarters. She was 
there identified by a number of persons 
whom she had robbed. In her possession 
were found twenty-one pawn-tickets for va- 
rious articles of jewelry and wearing-appar- 
el, She had endeavored to destroy several 
of the tickets by chewing them up, but the 
fragments were preserved by the detectives 
and pasted together. When arraigned be- 
fore Justice Bixby the oy, wet ag recognized 
her at once. Mrs. Mary Purdy, vf No. 428 
Fourth avenue, made a formal complaint 
against her, charging her with having stolen 
a number of articles of jewelry, laces, and 
wearing-apparel, valued at $600, from her 
and Miss Lottie Kilie,a relative. Mrs. Purdy 
engaged the services of the girl on June 10, 
and she fled the next morning while the fam- 
ily were at church, taking the property with 
her, and leaving a young child 
alone in house. She also 
ieft all her old clothes and shoes behind, and 
walked off dressed in the stolen clothes. Miss 
Kilie identified the hat worn by Jennie Rig- 
ney in court as her property. On this com- 
plaint the magistrate committed the woman 
for trial, in default of $2,500 bail. In her 
formal examination she said that her name 
was Sophia Clark; that she would be 20 years 
of age on Nev: 17; was a native of New er- 
sey: had lived at No. 228 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-second sfreet one month, and in 
reply to the question as to her business or 
profession, said: 1 don’t work.” Besides 
the cases cited above the ung woman is 
charged with having stolen jewelry and cash 
amounting to $500 from the apartment of 
George Dougherty. at No. 1632 First avenue. 
The money and jewelry were stolen from 
beneath Mrs. Dougherty's pillow while the 
victim slept. When she awoke in the morning 
she found the servant and the property gone 
and beside the bed was a large carving-knife- 
which, it is believed, the thief would have 
used against Mrs. Dougherty had she been 
disturbed. It is also reported that about a 
year ago she stule diamonds valued at $1,000 
from a sister of Tony Pastor. One of her 
latest exploits was at the house of Mr. W. J. 
Sutherland, of No. 419 Pleasant avenue, Last 
May he was living at No. 21 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-third street, and was robbed 
of clothing and jewelry valued at 8250. He 
yesterday fully identified Sophia Clark as the 
Kirl who had r him. The detectives 
say that they expect to 2 twenty or thirty 
complainants against woman, and they 
com pure the value of the property stolen by 
her in two years at between $15,000 and 820. 
000. A singular feature of the case is that 
the accused woman upon her first arrest as- 
sumed the name of Jennie Rigney, a woman 
who is now in the penitentiary for Having 
robbed and attempted to poison her mistress. 
This woman Rigney, about two yeats ago, 
made an infamous charge against a well 
known dentist and a physician, but which 
they successfully disproved. ..Why Sophia 
Clark should have taken the name of Jennie 
Rigney cannot be explained. It may be sim-

PRINCESS MATHILDE. 


Mer Love for Louls Napoleon—The 
’ Marriages of the Cousins. 
_ Phitadetphia Times. 

Prinee Louis Napoleon when young, down 
in the world, in debt, disowned by his 
father, and regarded by those who knew 
him as the impracticable dreamer he really 
was, fell in love with his cousin, the Princess 
Mathilde, daughter of Jerome by his Eu- 
ropean Catherine, after Betsy Patterson had 
been cast aside. When Louis Napoleon first 
saw Mathilde she wasin the bloom of radi- 
ant girlhood, and being cousins they were al- 
lowed free intercourse. The result was a 
mutual attachment that was quite other than 
cousinly: The Prince was rudely sent away 
by the King of Westphalia. Thecousins met 
and parted in an orchard at daybreak—a sad 
and silent parting. The Prince had. some 
(lull ambitions even then, but he did not say, 
Don't marry till Ican make you an Em- 
press,” and the cousins went their way, 
hearts all sore enough, without mutual ex- 
planation. There is no mutual explanation 
for such hours. . 

The Princess Mathilde was born at Trieste 
in 1820, has some mixture of German blood, 
sunlit by the light of Southern skies: her 
heart is said to still retain its youth, as a 
heart that has never deen broken. Soon 
after her parting with Louis Napoleon she 
married Prince Anatole Demidoff. It is said 
that the natch was ohe of M. Thiers’ blun- 
ders. The Prince was as rich as Croesus, 
but vain as ignorance itself; a heavy eater 
and drinker and a noisy sleeper. He used to 
snore at the opera and make his wife ashamed 
of him.

As 
son-in-law of the ex-Queen of Westphalia 
he wonld'+ a cousin of the Queen of 
the Netherlands (who was a niece of the 
Czar) and a nephew of the King of 
1 The Princess was 23 when 
she married him, and her début in 
Parisian society took place when she 
was a bride. Her fine head, girt with a dia- 
mond coronet, produced a stir at the Italian 
opera. She was a Princess of unusual 
beauty, of rare culture, and above 
all that daminant quality of genuineness 
without which men and women are as pup- 

ts, instead of living souls. M. Thiers and 
lis ladies ranged themselves on her side, 
and Thiers advised her to pay her respects 
to the consort of the Citizen-Kimg. 

There was some squabbling with Jerome 
as to precedence, and after three and a half 

rears of married life the Princess quitted 
er husband, the heavy drinking and noisy 
sleeping being altogether too much for her— 
could not live with him anda maintain her 
self-respect. Demidoff thought to bring her 
ta terms by cutting off supplies, but finally 
the Czar ordered him to grant his wife an 
annuity of 200,000 rubies and not to ap- 
proach nearer than 300 leagues to any city in 
which she might be residing. He came to 
Paris and Mile. Duverger, of the Opera 
Comique, was asked to install herself as 
mistress of the mansion. Prince Demidoff 
died three years ago Mathilde put on 
mourning, but refused to don weeds. 

Like all low natures of contemptible abili- 
ties and enormous ambitions, Louis Napo- 
leon was an adept in the vice of deception. 
When he was elected President of the Sec- 
ond Republic he asked his cousin Mathilde 
to do the honors of the res and for three 
years she enjoyed a social primacy; but it ail 
had a humiliating, disagreeable ending. 
Princess Mathilde had early seen through 
the ambitious designs of the Countess de 
Montijo and her daughter, and frowned them 
ont of the Elysée. As society concurred in 
ry view of the two ladies they both thought 
if? desirable to return for a short time to 
Spaln. Unknown to his cousin, the Prince 
President corresponded with them both. 
When he proposed for the Countess de Teba, 
she insisted upon him askimg the Princess 
Mathilde to be, while the engagement 
lasted, her chaperon, and as such tostay with 
her at the Elysée. The pill was a bitter one. 
But it was swallowed on the conditions that 
the status given as heir presumptive to 
Prince Napoleon was to be maintained, and 
that, if Mrs. Patterson Bonaparte gave 
trouble, the Judges were to be instructed to 
decide against her.“ 

ln the palmy days the Emperor bought for 
her the country residence at St. Gratiane 
where she now lives from Easter to Michael- 
mus. Her house there is a large, roomy, un- 
pretentious seveuteenth century edifice, 
standing in a park on the summit of a low 
hill. It commands a view of the Lake of 
Enghien, to which a grassy avenue, flanked 


by ancient trees, descends. The Princess is 


fond of horticulture. She is often seen with a 
whipin hand, chasing and threatening her 
lap-dog, Barbette, for having run in among 
the flowers.

Wondertully-Perpetuated Ability in a 
New England Family. 
Ctnhctnnatt Gazetic. 

Of all the names distinguished in colonial 
days very few are now known by eminent 
representatives. The Quincys and the 
Adamses, of Massachusetts, are the most 
prominent exceptions to the rule, and they 
really only furnish one case. John Adams 
was of rather obscure descent, and, though 
not lacking talent, was irritable and crotc h- 
ety. He owed much of his success in life to 
his brilliant wife, whose grandfather was a 
Quincy. It is the Quincy rather than the 
Adams blood that gave John Quincy Adams 
and his son, Charles Francis Adatus, their 
ability. The same may be said of the sons 
of Charles Francis, who have inberited 
much of the ancestral talent. Louisa May 
Alcott, the well-known writer, is also an off- 
shoot of the Quincy stock. 

The first of the name to gain eminence was 
Edmund Quincy (1681-1788), a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts, and agent 
to the British Court for the settlement of the 
boundary question between Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire. He died while prose- 
cuting this mission. His son Edmund (1708. 
1788) wasa prominent merchaut of Boston, 
the father-in-law of John Hancock, and the 
author of a treatise on Hemp tlusbandry.” 
Another son, Josiah (1709-1784), was also a 
Boston merchant. His son Jusiah (1744-1775) 
became a distinguished lawyer, showed great 
courage, and incurred temporary odium by

t of the country, and his letters 
he worked in season and out of 
season against the,oppressive policy of Great 
Britain. He died on his return voyage, just 
in sight of his native shore, at the age of 
21. He was known as Josiah Quincy Jr., 
since his — who bore the same 
survived him.

‘Their children usuaily presume 
on the fame or the fortune of their progenit- 
ors, and are either stupidly proud or worth- 
lesly extravagaut, rhaps both. In this 
way they demolish structure has 
been built tor them in far less time than was 
required to put it up. There were con- 
temporaries of Judge Edmund Quincy as 
emment as he, but they either had no 
children to whom to ueath their reputa- 
tion or their heirs proved unworthy of their 
heritage.

THE “LAW OF DISTRESS.” 


FParm-Auctions in Engiand. 
Capt. Mayue Meid in New York Tribune. 

In English country life there are few oc- 
currences more sadly suggestive than an 
auction sale of farm stock, held upon the 
farm. For it nearly always betokens trouble, 
and too often disaster and distress, At times 
such a sale may arise from the farm having 
failed to pay, and the tenant changing to an- 
other; or it may bea farmer giving up agri- 
cultural pursuits altogether; in either of 
which cases there is nothing so greatly to be 
regretted about it. But as a rule the thing is 


otherwise, and the auctioneer’s appearance | 


upon a farmstead denotes bankruptcy, with 
the breaking up of the household. And 
head of it may be a man not only himsel 
born upon the farm, but whese father and 
grandfather before him—aye, an ancestry 
dating back hundreds of years and 
to §unknown generations—were na- 
tives of the same spot. To him, 
his wife and their family of half-grown chil- 
dren, every nook and precinct. of the old 
homestead are familiar as their own faces; 
the antiquated dwelling of many gables with 
moss-covered roof of tiles, and projecting 
dormer windows; the walled-in “ fodder,” 
with big barn, capacious stables, and cart- 
sheds; the dove-cote where the boys have 
kept their pigeons; the duck pond in which 
they sailed their paper boats; the orchard 
with its apple, pear, and plum trees of an- 
cient growth; and the rick-yard where they 
have romped with youthful sisters or cous- 
ins, playing hide-and-seek around huge 
stacks of hay and straw—all are as part of 
Wert And, alas! the —.— — 
when family joys must abandoned, 
and the scenes made dear by them forsaken, 
perhaps never more te be revisited. For the 
tuture outlook may extend to some far-dis- 
tant place, likely to a land over ocean, and a 
new home yet to be sought for and estab- 
lished among strangers. 

Throughout the last four or five years these 
breakings-up of English farmhouse homes 
have been painfully frequent; their fre- 
quency, I need not say, being due to agricult- 
ural depression. In scarce any neighbor- 
hood has there been a week without one or 
more of them, as shown by the provincial 
newspapers, whole columns of these being 


often occupied by the advertisements of such 


sales. To the newspapers themselves it has 
been the reverse of a bad time; instead, a 
thriving, profitable one, since it needs not 
saying that the advertisements of an auction 
sale, as the funeral trappings supplied by an 
undertaker, are charged for at highest rates. 
Especially is this the case when itis a bank- 
ruptcy sale, or under the too appropriately 
named “Law of Distress” —that iniquitous 
statute which enables the landlord to 
pounce down upon his tenant with 
the suddenness of hawk upon help- 
fess quarry, searce any warning 
given.. Many the peor farmers who have 
waked up in the morning with a belief in 
their being safe, if not prosperous, to see the 
‘bums ” walk boldly, even impudently, up 
to their doors, and present them with pieces 
of stamped paper; then go perambulating 
around their yard, and over their fields, mak- 
ing seizure of everything, live stock or dead. 
And all for a “term” or two of unpaid rent, 
may be only a matter of six months. It is 
like surrendering to arobber; but the sur- 
render must be made, sucht bemg the law of 
England—a mereil one-sided statute, en- 
acted by her land-own legislators, solely 
in their own interest. hen enforced, ruin 
is the sure consequence, for the sale is hur- 
ried forward regardless of results, any check 
on haste being less due to the landlord’s 
leniency than his fear of public rep- 
robation; which last, however, -too 
rarely restrains him. Knowing there 
will at least be a sufficiency of returns to sat- 
isfy his lien, the announcementof sale is not 
ouly informal but at shortest notice, soon to 
be followed by the sale itself, wi very- 
thing knocked down at pitiful prices. For

I have good reason to believe that the main 
point ot discussion will be the advisability of 
stopping all further proceedings against Arabi 
and his companions.

me today, there is scarcely an Egyptian in offi- 
cial life who did not endeavor to make matters 
smooth with Arabi's party, in case of the

If, therefore, all the private letters and 
communications which have od are to be 
made public, neither the Khedive nor the public 
will entertain in future the smallest confidence 
in any well-known personage in the country. 
This would be a very grave misfortune, and it is 
better that the ringleaders of the rebdeliion 
should escape their well-deserved punishment 
than that Egypt and Europe should lose all con- 
fidence in eve leading Egyptian. and so the 
work of reorganization be postponed indefinitly.

Agreement Vovering Allowance of Free 
Baggage and Basis of Hates for Ex- 


cess, 

The General Passenger Agents of the New 
York Central, New York, Lake Erie & Western, 
Penneyivania, and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads 
at a meeting beld in New=Zork Nov. 3 resolved 
that the allowance of free Lagwage shali not ex- 
ceed 150 pounds for each full ticket and 75 
pounds for each half ticket op first and second 
class tickets between common points reached 
via the trunk tines. No charge shall be made 
for less than twenty-five nds over the agreed 
weight. For example: For baggage weighing 
up to 174 pounds no charge shall be made, but 
‘when weighing over 174 pounds a charge shall be 
made for the number of pounds in excess of 150.

Orrawa, Nov. 7.—No order has yet been passed 
in Council fixing or approving the scale of 
freight or passenger rates on the Canada Pacific 
west of Winnipeg, so that the syndicate are at 
liberty to charge what rates they please for 
traffic upon that section.

An Old rend Summarily Settled by 


the Quick Use of à Revolver, 


The Murderer Is Arrested, but Denies 
~ All Knowledge of the Affair. 


Both Men Inclined to Be Quarreleome— 
Their Lives and Records. 


It was nearly 3 o’clock in the afternpon before 
the election in Chicago was marked by a mur- 
der. his gory attribute to the local contest, 
when it did come, being 4 contribution from the 
Ninth Ward. The honor of the contribution 
was equally divided between the First and Sec- 
ond Precincts, which had pooled their issues in 
the matter of a ing-place, the house of 
Chemical Engine No. 1, northwest corner of 
Clinton and Washington streets, being used by 
the voters of both precincts,and it was here that 
the murder was committed. A Tenn re- 
porter stood within ear-shot of the principals to 
the affray at the time of its occurrence. He 
was in acrowd of perhaps 100 men who were 
scattered along the pavement on the Clinton- 
street side of the engine-house and was about 
ten yards from the window through which the 
tickets were passed. All was comparatively 
quiet—no heated discussions could be heard— 
when all at once a pistol-shot in dangerous prox- 
imity to the reporter, and immediately benind 
him, caused him, as it did nearly every one else 
in the neighborhood, to turn around with a 
jump. Probably a score of men in the erowd 
had each a vague idea that he was the one fired 
at, so frightfully near at hand and unexpected 
was the shooting. When the reporter turned 
around he saw a man, with his hands pressed to 
his left side, 


SINK SLOWLY TO THE SIDEWALK, 
while another man—a one-eyed specimen about 
as tall as a beer barrel and about the same 
shape—was coolly stowing a revolver away in 
his overcoat pocket. The latter, after a mo- 


ment's hesitation, pushed his way through the 
crowd, cast one look back toward his prostrate 
victim, and started across the street. He had 
inet reached the opposit pavement when Officer 

d Rvan rao across and arrested bim. The pris- 
over was brought back to the engine-bouse and 
a patrol wagon sent for. The wounded man in 
the meantime bad been lifted into a buggy, 
which started at once for the County Hospital. 
As be was being raised to bis feet from the 
pavement, ho laconically observed. I’m a dead 
man, and in less than five minutes he. had 
breathed his last, bis death taking —5 just as 
the buggy reached the corner of Madison and 
Morgan streets. The body was carried to the 
hospital, and left in the morgue at that institu- 
tion. prisoner, when the patrol wagon ar- 
rived at the engine-house, was piloted up to a 
seat in the vehicle between two officers. .

HOW THE EGYPTIAN LEADER SPENDS HIS 
TIME IN CONFINEMENT. 
New York Herald. 

Our Cairo correspondent sends the following: 
Phy ay is to be done with Arabi? is the ques- 

on in every one’s mouth. Whether de is to be 
haoged or set free is the basis upon which many 
betting books are made up—even bett that 
he will be hanged, two to one that he will set 
free. Whatever is done should be done at once. 
Curiously enough, it was the Egyptian Minister 
who first su ted that Arabi should bave the 
benefit of an Bogilish barrister for his defense. 
When it became known, however, that Mr. Wil- 
frid Blunt had sent out a barrister anc a solic 
itor for that purpose the Egyptian Ministers 
changed their minds and took the ground that, 
“in view of the present disturbed state of pub- 
lic feeling, it was imperative that Arabi’s fate 
should be decided without delay, and objections 
which would be involved by the presence of 
English barristers, and which would be incom- 
prehensible to the great body of the people.“ 

ln the meantime Arabi is shut up with bis col- 
leagues and satellites in a large public building 
in the European quarter of the town. He is 
watched rf Cironssian guards, who occupy the 
interior of the building, while a company of 
Grenadier Guards stand sentry at every possible 
exit from the extemporized prison. Arabi says 
that the Circassians treat bim cruelly, and eat 
his bread and onions and steal his tobacco. He 
seems afraid of their assasinating him, and has 
asked several times that British soidiers be

And His Boswell, Dr. Busch. 
Berlin Correspondence Phtiadelphia Press. 

Meeting my friend, Dr. Busch, a few evenings 
since in the Burger Garten, a very popular 
famiiy restaurant in the Leipzigerstrasse, 1 
joined his little family party. The Doctor, as 
you «cnow, is Bismarck’s Boswell, and some two 
or three years ago published a quasi*biograph- 
ical, reminiscent, and entirely eulogistic sketch 
of his patron, which bad a tremendous sale, and 
was translated into Boglish, French, Dutch, and 
Idon’t know how many more languages. Of 
course the world was anxious to know some- 
thing about the private life of the great empire- 
builder; and this book might almost be said to 
have been written in the Chancellor's study, 
the author having for a number of years 
served in the capacity of Bismarek's 
confidential r So it was eagerly read, 
and extensively discussed and criticised. Many 
complained that it was entirely too eulogistic, 
but such criticism the Doctor regards with con- 
tempt.

A close examination of the tables of the cen- 
sus of 1870 shows no uniform rate or proportion 
between suicide and insanity. The difference 
is inexplicable by any known law. Dr. 
O'Dea thinks that causes which tend to 
insanity also tend to inerease 
suicide. About 30 per cent of the in- 
sane are inclined to melancholia, and about 35 
per cent of melancholic insane develop suicidal 
tendencies. In Europe about one-third of the 
suicides are insane. Autborities are quoted (M. 
M. Bronce and Dr. Lisie) who believe that the 
diffusion of education and general intelligence

Beil seems inclined to question this. 

A number of tables as to nationalities and so 
on are then given, and the remark is made that 
the proportion of suicides in San Francisco and 
the cities of Nevada is very largely in excess of 
New York, Philadelphia, or Brookiyn. From 
another table it appears that Portugal has the 
smallest ratio of suicide and Denmark the larg- 
est of all nations. In Fortugal there are seven 
to 100,000 population, and in Denmark 288. In 
Saxony there are 251, in Switzerland 206, in 
France 110, in Ireland only 16, in the United 
States 40, and in England and Wales 68.

Other tables of a similar nature are quoted 
from the same author, and the second point is 
then taken up—What can be best done by s8o- 
ciety to diminish the increase of suicide by 
legislation or otherwise? Un this point Mr. Beil 
says: 

CAN IT BE PREVENTED? 

Whether suicide is on the increase or not it is 
of sufficient consequence to justify us in study- 
ing whether, and how far, and how the evil may 
be averted, aud what legal or punitive measures 
for its repression or punishment can be adopted. 
How far can such measures act as a restraint 
upon mankind to prevent suicide? What re- 
straining intluences can be used the tendencies 
of which will be to diminish the volume of sui- 
cide? But little doubt can be entertained that 
the extreme itaws of the Romans and Greeks 
and the earlier laws of France and Great Brit- 
ain, barbarous as they may now seem, must 
have operated largely to deter many from sui- 
cide. It is of course impossibie to know how 
many have been thus deterred. One means 
of forming an opinion is by comparing 
recent suicides in proportion to the pop- 
ulation with other times, and the better 


pinion is that these laws must have exercised 


a decided and beoeticial restraint. Buckle and 
Comte both concur in the unwisdom of laws 
against suicide. The verdict of history, bow- 
ever, must be on the other side, and tends de- 
cidedly to show the beneficial effects of punitary 
laws when strictly enforced. (On this point 
O'Dea is quoted again as citing Tarquin's 
prociamation to the Roman army, the famous 
order of Napoleon I. to his army, and the edict 
of the Milesian authorities.) 

It is most reasonable to suppose that the cer- 
tainty of loss of @isgrace to family, and 
indignity to the remains would have deterred 
many weak or vain persons who have com- 
mitted suicide in the past. Besides the cases 
cited, where orders, regulations, and laws have 
clearly operated to arrest suicide in epidemic 
periods, I dave felt it important to cite 
effect of legislation in British India to suppress 

system of suicide formerly so prevalent 
there Known as suttee. 15 to 1828 there 
were from 378 to 839 cases a — The practice 
was suppressed in Southern India by Lord Will- 
jam Bentinck declaring it a crime punishabie 
in the Criminal Court. Similar laws freed all 
India from the practice. What would be the ef- 
fect if the unsuccessful attempt at suicide was 
punished by law and a conspicuous example 
made of the offender? Wovid it not operate as 
a wholesome restraint in some cases at least? 
Dr. Jeannell proposed to the International 
Medico-Legal Congress at the Paris session of 
1878 to provide by law that the bodies of all sui- 
cides who were not insane or irresponsibie be 
furnished to the medicai schools for dissection. 
He argued that such a law would increase the 
resources of the medical schools and seriously 
diminish the number of suicides. He proposed 
that each case of suicide sbould be given toa 
medico-legal commission to determine as to the 
fact and the sanity of the victim. He was op- 
on the ground that it would be difficult to 
execute the law: that many persons would op- 
pose it from religious scruples against dissec- 
tion, and that it would cause additional grief to 
the families so unfortunate as to have a suicide 
within them. It was questioned whether 
there existed the right to take the remains from 
the family. Dr. Jeannell replied to these objec- 
tions with ability, but no action was taken. 

What is needed is additional force upon the 
moral sense of the community to render the 
crime of suicide more generally odious and de- 
testable. There is at 8 practically no legal 
restraint against suic 
to fear for his crime even if unsuccessful. Our 
laws are not enforced. Is society doing its whole 
duty in the matter! Should not such legislation 
be considered as would arrest the hand of the 
weak who now meet no resistance to their sui- 
cidal ideas and tendencies by legislation or pub- 
lic sentiment? Of course iawsof all countries 

nize insanity as a defense to crime, and 
suicide is within the rule. Religious and moral 
training and medical advice and treatment 
should not be neglected, but studied and used; 
but can we rely on these alone? 

The paper concludes with acknowledgements 
of the extent to which Mr. Bell has used O Dea’s 
work and others, and the su stion that the 
Medico-Legal Society ot New York consider the 
questions raised, and also whether it is not well

He says the experience 
of the world shows that but 6 per 
cent of an army is available for 


active service, and as 25,000 men are really 
needed tor a standing army, be recommends 


; that the limit of the army be increased to 30,000. 


The officers and men in the army, are now, he 
says, overworked, and must coutinue 80 unless 
the number is increased. He reviews the work 
of the year somewhat in detail, arriv at 
the conclusion that there has been à less 
numbe of Indian outbreaks in the ear 
than at any time for twenty years. art 
of this is due to the efficiency of the nog A 
and part to the advancement of civilization in 
the West. The report dévotes considerable space 
to the growth of the Great West, and says that 
now that the transition period is past] it is due 
to the Goverument to select certain stragetic 
points for Ag me army posts, and construct 
ecomfortabie buildings on them, and not 
longer to compel the officers and men 
to live in holes in the ground, shanties, 
or green cottonwood log-huts, as beretofore. 
There have been 1,741 trials by court-martial 
during the year. He recommends a change in 
the systems of court-martial, saying the pres- 
ent system was established by custom in the 
English army a hundred years ago, when the 
habit was to dine at 8 o'clock and get drunk aft- 
er dinner, which habit is now, bappily, done 
away witb. 

The number of desertions during the year was 
8.721, and of enlistments and reénlistments 7,341. 
Commenting on the number of desertions, he 
says many are those of men who enlist in East- 
ern cities, and after getting free transportation 
West desert, knowing there will be little effort 
to bring them back or punish them. The rem- 
edy, he thinks, is in better treatment of those 
who stay, and more severe punishment 
of deserters. He recommends an in- 
crease of the pay of mento $16 per month, 
Instead of 13, as now, and tha 
punishment for desertion be made more severe, 
even inflicting capital punishment in aggravat- 
ed cases, as is done by other countries. The 
general condition of the army personnel has 
been improved, as has the general condition of 
the people of the country at large. The recent 
rifle contests have made great improvement in 
the marksmanship of the men, and be recom- 
mends an, appropriation for continuing the 
work. He recommends the adoption of some 
plan by which regiments and officers can be 
given definit terms in remote posts and be then 
allowed to return to the comforts of civilized life 
and their places be taken by others. He recom- 
mends the employment of teachers for schools 
at posts, saying men from thearmy cannot be 
spared for this purpose, and remarking that, as 
oltticers, in spite of sage advice, will marry and 
have families, they ought to be provided for in 
the best manner possible. 


A BROKEN NECK. 


A Board of Trade Clerk Meets Death 
Under Pecular Circumstances. 
o janitor of the four-story building No. 133 
La Salle street made an awful discovery at that 
place about 5 o’clock yesterday morning, when 
he was sweeping out. On the top floor he came 
across the dead body of John Sherman, a young 
man employed by Noble Jones, a grain com- 
mission merchant, whose office fs Room 2 on 
the floor of No. 133. The body was still 
warm, and from aslight abrasion on the right 
temple blood was oozing. out on the floor. 
Further examination disclosed the fact that the 
young man's neck had been broken, and this 
undoubtedly was the cause of death. The body 
was removed to the morgue toawail an inquest. 
At first there was a supposition that Sherman 
bad been murdered, but after an investiga- 
tion had been made it became. ei- 
dent that he owed his death to a 
too free use of strong drink. He was employed 
by{Mr. Jones as a cierk and Board-of-Trade mes- 
senger, and slept in the office. Monday night he 
received $20 from his employer, and as he was 
nota particularly temperate young man it is 
thought that he squandered the money in sa- 
loons and was considerably under the influence 
of liquor when be made up bis mind to return 
office. The body was found at the foot of 
a ladder leading to the roof, and, presumably, 
oung Sherman fell from this ladder, which in 
his dazed condition of nd he had conceived 
the idea of mounting. His hat was found 
in the hallway on the floor below indicat- 
ing that be had fallen while on his 
way up-stairs. There was no money found 
on the body, but the pockets had apparentiy not 
been rifled. Suerman wore no jewelry, and the 
idea at first suggested that be was assaulted and 
robbed does not seem probable. He had not 
been very long in Mr. Jones’ employ, and but 
littie is known regarding the young man’s — — 
cedente. He was about 21 years oid, and had a 
sister, Aggie Sherman, living in West North- 
Heid, this county. A letter from Aggie to her 
brother, dated Oct. 17, was found on the body, 
and read as follows: 

„ sometimes think,” she writes, “if you 
would only be my brother again I wouid go in 
town and try my band at bookkeeping, but I 
could not go there and be all alone. I wish 1 
could see you. Wouldn't you like to see me? 
Why don't you write me any more? I never did 
anything to make you dislike me. I think 
Margie puta good many foolish ideas in my 
head. I do not wonder at you getting displeased 
with Margie, for I know she was very unreason- 
able sometimes. I think Margie put a good 
many foolisn ideas in my bead. and I was just of 
that a to think everything she said was per- 
fect. ou cannot blame me, for she was all the 
mother Lever had. I would give anything to 
hear from you this week. Won’t you please 
write your poor lonesome sister? With a big kiss 
I am as ever most lovingly and always your 
own.” 

The foregoing would intimate that the young 
fellow left home in West Northfield because he 
could not agree with his stepmother. He wrote 
a good hand, as is seen upon memoranda on bis 

rson. Upon him was also found a Board of 
Trade messenger- badge, No. 1,082. 

The deceased has a sister, married, on the cor- 
ner of Forty-third and Winter streets. Her 
husband works io a packing- house. 


THE LAKE. FRONT. 


Judge Drummond Decides a Point in 
Favor of the Railroads. 

The arguments on the motion for an injunc- 
tion in the Lake-Front case of the State of IIIi- 
nois and others against the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company were heard yesterday before 
Judge Drummond. This was a bill to prevent 
the company from building a depot on the Lake- 
Front just north of the Exposition Building. 

Mr. Isham, on behalf of the complainants, 
said the land had been dedicated to the use of 
the public forever, and the city had no right to 
allow its alienation. The complainants who 
were directly interested undoubtedly bad a 
right to interfere to prevent the threatened 
wrong. 

Mr. .Waite, for the railroad company, contend- 
ed that this was a suit to decide the title to the 
late grant, and other parties beside the railroad 
should be brought in as defendants. The com- 
pany did not claim the title to the land, but 
simply occupied a small strip by lease from the 
city. The Legislature ought to pass a statute 
allow the company to begin condemnation 
proceedings, and to have the proceeds of the

udge Drummond, interrupting, said be had 
made up his mind and did not think anything 
would be gained by hearing further arguments.
